The 
undersigned determined that allegation #2 is NOT SUSTAINED based on|fijjH not 
providing any evidence that would substantiate th e allegation . The undersigned determmef that 
allegation #3 is also NOT SUSTAINED based oiflH|not providing any evidence and the 
witnesses not cooperating with the investigation. The undersigned finally determined that 
#! a g ainst ANDERSON be EXONER^EDbased on ANDERSON’s statement that 
Jwould not comply with his orders and^^^^continuing to drive his vehicle towards 
O IE and ANDERSON which only allowed BOWIE to be pushed out of the vehicle’s path.
